Curzon, in which the British 
Foreign Secretary advised Germany to 
make a substantial offer of reparations as 
a possible prelude to the solution of the 
Ruhr problem. Such; an offer probably 
will be “made either this evening 
or to-morrow.- Some months” ago Herr 
Bergmann, one of Dr. Cuno’s lieutenants, 
drew ip a scheme of payments which 
was discussed at leng in the 
Gerinan Press, but never was brought 
officially to the notice of the Allied 
Governments. The proposals which Dr. 
Cuno intends to forward to the Allies now 
he’ refuses resolutely to deal directly 
with France—will be based on the Berg- 


} mann scheme,‘ and will have the full sup- 


port of the German industrialists, as well 
as of all the political parties, with the 
exception of the extremists of the Right 
and Left) The most important feature of 
this scheme is the proposal to make an 
immediate payment of 20,000,000,000 gold 
marks, or £1,000,000,000, which would be 
raised through the medium of an interna- 
tional loan. Germany would pay two 
other instalments of approximately 
5,000,000,000 gold marks each at later 
dates, and the exact amount of these in- 
stalments would be determined by an 
international committee of experts on 
which Germany would have representa- 
tion with the right to vote. Altogether, 
therefore, Dr. Cuno proposes to pay 
£1,500,000,000, of which, of course, France 
would get the lion’s share. | 

Four years ago Professor J. M. Keynes 
estirnated Germany's capacity. to make re- 
parations at, the comparatively modest 
sum of £2,500,000,000, and it is evident 
that: Herr-Bergmann has used this fi,ure 
as the basis of his computations. Accord- 
ing ,to the. Germans, they ‘have paid 
already upwards of £1,000,000,000 in cash 
and kind; and, although they un- 
doubtedly have over-estimated the capital 
value of the Upper Silesian coal mines 
and of the Saar Basin, they have paid a 
good deal in various ways. Paris, how- 
ever, has the last word. Since rumours of 
a German offer have begun to circulate, 
the French measures in the Ruhr Valley 
have become more and more stringent. M. 
Poincaré is determined to maintain the 
advantage which France has gained through 
her military occupation of Germany’s 
richest province.. He has declared many 
times that any offer from Berlin 
must be made in the first instance to 
France, and that, if be should consider it 
worth discussion, he will transmit it to 
the other Allies. He will be quite logical, 
therefore. in refusing absolutely to con- 
sider any offer which may be sent to the 
‘Allies as a whole, and there can be little 
doubt that such fill be his attitude 
towards Dr. Cuno’s forthcoming overture. 
Germany, no doubt, is hoping that the 
announcement of her offer will create a 
public opinion in Europe which will force 
M. Poincaré’s hand; but in that event 
she is making a grave | psychological 
mistake, not for the first time. M. Poin- 
caré and the French people have burned 
their boats. In all probability Germany 's 
offer will be rejected sans phrase. What 
France wants now is. not reparations, but 
the whole left bank of the Rhine. 


Coal Dust. 


Coal is an expensive, dirty, but essen- 
tially useful and necessary; commodity. 
The few populous places in the world 
that are able to dispénse with it are 
fortunate, indeed; but Dublin, where the 
coal seems to the harassed citizen to be 
just a little more expensive, wasteful and 
dirty than anywhere else; is not one of 
them. The ideal Dublin of some two 
hundred years hence’ may be heated. 
iJluminated and driven by power generated: 
at the pit-mouth at Cookstown and cabled 
across. country to a central] distributing 
station on the North side. Until that 
day comes we must remain consumers of 
coal, and any means of making coal con- 
sumption less dirty, more efficient Sand 
cheaper must be of vital interest to us. 
Some time ago there was installed on the 
shores of Lake Michigan, in the United 
States, a power-station in which coal, 

being 
burned in furnaces ‘in the ordinary way, 
‘was turned into a sort of combustible. 
The coal was pulverised by being forced 
through a sieve containing an inconceiv- 
able number of holes to the square inch, 
and in the process iron and other foreign 
matter were removed by. means of 
magnetic separators. The powdered coal, 
mixed with air in proper proportion, was 
then fed into a closed furnace, where it 
was. burned into nothing. Combustion 
was. so complete that neither ash nor 
clinker was left, and no smoke was pro- 
duced. Notwithstanding the cost of 
crushing the coal, the system was found 
to. be economical and was taken up by 
other power and light companies. Now it 
has been adopted, after very carefu] in- 
vestigation, for. the power-station at 
Vitry. one of the sub-divisions of Paris, 
and is thus introduced to Europe for the 
first time. Whether if will reach Dublin 
and witether, in that event, the con- 
sumers’ bills will be proportionately 
diminished is a matter upon which they 
may speculate according to taste

A Kind Thought. 


The Datch are a kind-hearted as well 
as. a comfort-loving peonle; and within 
the last few days their possession 
Of these characteristics has been exempli- 
fied by a typical act of municipal 
foresight on the part of the City of 
Amsterdam. Amsterdam is a pleasant 
spot at most seasons of the vear, but in 
winter it tends to be both cold and 
damp. Thé genial inhabitants, going about 
their business, muffled io the ears and 
moving with seasonable briskness, noticed 
with growing uneasiness that the noses of 
the policemen standing at their allotted 
posts were blue and their limbs inert. It 
is not recorded that the Amsterdam police 
actually complained of the cold or de- 
manded higher wages during the winter 
months. Their plight, however, was dis- 
covered, and now the municipality has 
decided. to ihstal, at appropriate places in 
the streets, electrically-warmed plates 
upon which the police can spread their 
inert extremities. The system may prove 
to have its drawbacks. In less civilised 
cities the knowledge that the policeman 
was ensconced on a nice, warm gridiron 
would be a distinct. incentive to the

She gen. sar of DeaLcaine was celebrated at 
the Hill of Uishneach, which is situated in 
the parish of Killare, barony of Rathconrath, 
Co. Westmeath, and a description of it is 
given by Keating in his “ History of Ireland, 
at the reign of Cuatal Ceaccthaff, who, ac- 
cording to the “ Annals of the Four Masters, 
died in the year 106 a.p. :—*‘ On, the portion 
he had acquired from the Province of Connacht, 
he built the second fortress, nemely Uish- 
neach, where a general meeting of the men of 
Ireland used to be held, which was called 
the Convention of Uishneach (mófrcóáil 
Wins), , and it was at Besa litaine 
that this fair took place, at which it 
was their custom to exchange with one 
another their goods, their wares, and their 
valuables. 
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In the Highlands of Scotland bonfires, known 
as Beltane -fires, were formerly kindled with 
great ceremony on the first of May. The 
custom of lighting the bonfires lasted in 
various parts of the Scottish Highlands till 
far into the eighteenth century, and the 
descriptions of the ceremony by writers of the 
period present a curious and _ interesting 
picture of the survival of ancient heathendom. 
Thomas Pennant, who travelled in Perthshire 
in the year 1769, tells us that “On the first 
of May the herdsmen of every village hold 
their Bel-tien, a rural sacrifice. They cut a 
square trench on the ground, leaving the turf 
in the middle; on that they make a fire of 
wood, on which they dress a large caudle of 
eggs, butter, oatmeal, and beer and whiskey ; 
for each of the company must contribute 
something. The rites begin with spilling 
some of the caudle on the ground, by way of 
libation; on that everyone takes a cake of 
oatmeal, upon which are raised nine square 
knobs, each -dedicated to some particular 
animal, the real destroyer of them; each 
person then turns his face to the fire, breaks 
off a knob, and, flinging it over his shoulders, 
says: ‘This I give to thee, preserve thou my 
horses; this to thee. preserve thou my sheep ; 
and so on. After that they use the same 
ceremony to the noxious animals; ‘ This I give 
to thee, O fox! spare thou my lambs; this to 
thee, O hooded crow! this to thee, O eagie ' 
When the ceremony is over they dine on the 
caudle: and, after the feast is finished, what is 
left is hid by twe persons deputed for that 
purpose; but on the next Sunday they re- 
assemble and finish the reliqnes of the first 
entertainment.” In Wales. also, the custom 
of lighting fires at the beginning of May used 
to be observed, but the day on which they 
were kindled varied from the eve of May to 
the third of May.

May Day represented to our forefathers the 
awakening of the earth to life, after the long 
death sleep of winter, for they, like most 
other races, expressed their belief in another 
and invisible world by mystic symbolism. In 
description of Westmeath by Sw Henry 
Piers, written about 1682, we find :— “On 
May-eve every family sets up before their 
door a green bush, strowed over with yellow 
flowers, which the meadows veald plentifully; 
in countries where timber is plentiful, thev 
erect tall slender trees, which stand high, 
and they continue almost the whole year, su 
85 & stranger would go nigh to imagine that 
they were all signs of ale-sellers, and that all 
houses were ale-houses.’”’ This extract refers 
directly to Westmeath, but would indirectly 
apply to most parts of the Ireland of his day. 
lt was a general practice, in most villages, 
to erect May-poles, but the custom gradually 
ceased, and is now almost extinct. May- 
pole m the village of Finglas, near Dublin, 
stood until the year 1847, when the May 
vames were finally suppressed. From. the 
diary of Joshua Wight, a Quaker, we learn 
that ‘so late as the middie of the eighteenth 
century processions took place in the’ South 
i ot Ireland.

It was 
below ground, and the darkness was only re- 
lieved by a foot-square pane of glass some- 
where at the top. e grass grows above the 
old woman's head, but because she and her 
niece occupied the cottage which once stood 
here, they have come back and claimed tnis 
buried dungeon for a home. 

The Prince at this time was in. Ploegsteert 
Wood, walking over the scarred ground '.nder 
the shadow of Messines Ridge, with Mont 
Kemme] in the distance. 

_ The Ploegsteert roads are almost as appul- 
ling as during the war. There are huge holes 
everywhere, and the Prince was jolted and 
bumped unmercifully. It is still a place of 
dreary devastation, with piles of barbed wire 
like brambles on a heath. Shell holes remain, 
ruined dug-outs have fallen in, decrepit pill 
boxes ‘disfigure the land, and here and there 
are stacks of rusty shells and grenades. 

STARK, SPLINTERED TREES. 

The Prince wandered by Hyde Park Corner, 
from which rises: Messines Ridge. He 
lingered near the military cemetery, where 
British ex-soldier gardeners are working, and 
where many of his comrades are buried, and 
looked out over the stark, splintered trees of 
Ploegsteert. Wood. 

A little later at Ypres the Prince passed 
through the main gate and walked between a 
line of crosses, which stand beside the cross 
of Prince Maurice, who, with other British 
soldiers, is buried im the cemetery there.

An important decision regarding the appli- 


cation of the Prohibition law to American 
and foreign ships was given by the Supreme 
Court to-day. i . 

It was held that foreign vessels—also 
American—on entering United States ports 
cannot carry liquor, sealed or unsealed, even 
if ‘intended for the crew. 

The Court further decided that American 
vessels are not prohibited from having liquors 
on board on the high seas and in foreign 
ports, and in this respect the decision re- 
verses the ruling of Mr. Dougherty, the 
Attorney-General. 

Federa] jurisdiction over foreign vessels in 
American territorial waters was held by the 
Court to be complete, but it was open to 


Congress to allow foreign ships to do things | 


which the law prevented American ships from 
doing. 

The Prohibition law was intended clearly 
to apply to all ships in American territorial 
waters, but not outside. “Sea stores of 
gpiritg,” it was further held, was liquor, the 
importation and transportation of which was 
prohibited. 

Mr. Justice Sutherland dissented, saying 
the law Was impossible of enforcement, and 
would lead to international complications. 

Immediately the Court 's decision was made 
known’ all the shipping companies met in 
comference at the offices of the Cunard Com- 
pany to consider how best to meet the altered 
situation.

Sergeant E. Hanafin, of the National Army, 
now deposed that be, with eight men, left 
Listowel Station on the morning of the 13th 
April, and arrived at Trieneragh, three miles 
from Listowel, about 7.30. They entered the 
house of James Costelloe to search it. He 
ordered four of his men to search the hey- 
shed, which was about 15 yards from the 
house. After some time the men returned 
and made a report to him. He went. out and 
searched. the hay-shed himself. In feeling'the 
hav a roll of it came away with his hand, 
and he became suspicions. . He called out 
three times that, if there was anyone there, 
to. surrender. Getting mo reply, he 
fired a shot through the hay. 
~ After he had fired, the two men shouted 
that they wonld come out, and Richard 
Bunyan and a man named Mulially came out 
of a havrick throngh a hole in the front of 
the rick. They told him that Linnane was 
dead inside. 

The witness and his men then cut ‘‘benches” 
in the hayrick and came to an open space 
about seven feet square. An iron bar sup- 
ported sticks at the top, and on the bottom 
of it was a mattress and bed clothes and 
some torn and untorn documents. Laying on 
the mattress he found John Linnane dead. 

In reply to Mr. Liston, the witness said 
that he thought it was his duty to fire when 
he got no reply. 

Coroner—You say that you fired in an up- 
ward direction; how could that kill anyone! 
The witness said that he was satisfied that 
the bnilet ricochetted off an iron bar in the 
““room ” or. ‘‘dug-out,”” and struck the de- 
ceased man. The bullet broke when it struck 
the bar and Bunyan was struck by two 
splinters. 

The Coroner asked if there was any further 


‘L evidence that the jury would wish to hear. 


Mr. Liston—There is no furthér evidence. 

The jury retired, and after a short, interval 
returned, and the Foreman stated that they 
were unanimously of opinion that they could 
not come to a verdict until the two men, 
Bunyan and Mullally, who were with the 
deceased man on the occasion, were produced 
and gave evidence. 

Mr. Liston said that that was impossible, 
as they were in military custody. 

Mr. E. J. Stack (juror) said that they had 
only heard one side of the case. 

Mr. Liston said that there wag no “ one 
side.” They had got the evidence of the 
cause of death aud of the person who 
caused it. | | 

The Coroner said that if the jury were 
satisfied that the evidence of the two men, 
Bunyan and Mullally, was essential he would 
agree with them.

Reuter’s Agency learna that the greatest im- 
portance is attached in authoritative circles to 
the approaching conference between the [m- 
perial Government, representatives of white 


settlers in Kenya, and Indian delegates on the 
The con- ; 


subject of the statvs of Indians. 
versations will begin almost immediately at 
the Colonial Office, under the presidency of 
the Duke of Devonshire. : 

In addition to the Duke and his advisers, 
there will also attend officials of the India 
Office, including probably the Secretary of 
State himself. Sir Robert Coryndon, Governor 
of Kenya, has come to England specially in 
connection with the matter. He was received 
by the King yesterday, and it may be assumed 
that the question under discussion formed the 
subject of a conversation. His task, as repre- 
sentative of the King, is to maintain a de 
tached attitude Be studiously avoid taking 
vides. 

Although the present discussions are limited 
to Kenya, no secret is made of the fact that, 
in the event of the success of the Indian 
claims in respect of this Colony, the question 
will be raised with regard to Indians in all 
parts of the Empire. Everyone concerned is 
fully alive tu the fact that the problem is 
one of the greatest to be solved in the Em- 
pire and affects virtually every Dominion and 
Colony. 

Indians declare this to be the test case. 
The reason that Kenya has been chosen is 
that geographically it is the nearest point to 
India to which Indians go, and no secret is 


made of the fact that. with a successful de- | 


cision in Kenya, the movement will be ex- 
tended first to Mauritius and Fiji and then to 
South Africa. 

' “BRITISH CITIZENSHIP.” 

As to the respective claims to be settled 
in London, Reuter’s Agency is informed that 
the Indians claim equal voice in the adminis- 
tration of affairs, while the Europeans dispute 
this on the ground that this is not covered by 
the vague term “ British citizenship.” 

It is on this point that the whole Conference 
turns. Indians claim complete equality with 
the other Citizens of the Empire. Europeans, 
on the other hand, contend that citizenship in 
Kenva does not necessarily mean equal 
partnership with the British trustees of the 
very large native-population. . The British, 
it is pointed out, cannot weaken or surrender 
their responsibilities as. trustees for the 
natives and Arabs, Europeans have no desire 
to deprive domiciled Indians of any rights to 
control their. existing interests in the colony, 
but they hare every right to protest against 
the unlimited influx of Indians which might, 
in years to come, result in diluting this 
trusteeship to a point where the Indians would 
attain dominating power in Kastern Africa. 
There is no hostility to Indians as such, and 
not the slightest desire io question or weaken 
their Imperial citizenship. 

The only thing on which there ig insistence 
is the maintenance of the responsibilities of 
trusteeship. - In Kenya, for instance, Euro- 
peans hold that the Indian interest is entirely 
one of trade and commerce, and is in no way 
connected with the many administrative pro- 
blems facing the young colony. 

Europeans are entirely prepared to concede 
a full proportion of control in the interests 
concerned, but they are not ready to agree to 
unlimited immigration and a preponderance of 
vollng power.

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy—lIs it not 
possible to make friendly representations to 
the Irish Free State on this matter, as it 1s 
one which affects British trade? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore reminded the hon. member 
that the Free State had received fiscal 
autonomy and had set vp « Customs tariff. 
He did not think that Britain should begin 
immediately to make criticisms. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy—Is 11 not 
at the time when the tarff is put on that we 
should make representations? 

The Speaker—That is a matter of opinion. 


COMPENSATION, 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore, answering Colonel New- 
man, stated that the Compensation (Ireland) 
Commission had no power to deal with any 
claims for compensation in respect of ‘injuries 
sustained since July 11, 1921. As regarded: 
injuries to property, Clause 12 of the Damage 
to Property Compensation Bill provided in 
certain cases for the taking of evidence on 
commission elsewhere than in, the Free State. 

As regarded injuries to ‘members of the 
forces of the Crown, Mr. Howell Thomas and 
Mr. Dowdall, who are members of the Com- 
mission, had already, as a matter of conveni- 
ence, heard a number of cases in -Great 
‘Britain. In the case of other persons, he 
understood that the Committee established 
bv the Free State would make such arrange- 
ments as might appear to them to be neces- 


sary.

It is estimated that the claims for cm- 
pensation for damage in the Irish Free State 
amount to between twenty and thirty 
millions; but it is not anticipated that the 
Government will be in a position to offer any 
other compensation than that provided in the 
Bill which is now being passed through the 
Dail, by which it is hoped claimants will 
obtain about 60 or 70 per cent. of the com- 

ensation for which they are asking. The 
Trish Free State Government has not asked 
for any help in this matter from the British 
Government, and it is felt that this is a 
burden which it would be very difficult, to 
ask this country to bear.

TO BE DESPATCHED TO-DAY.

Yesterday an address of welcome was pre- 
sented to the Governor-General of the Free 
State (Mr. T. M. Healy) by a deputation 
representing the Royal Irish Academy,

THE ADDRESS. 

The address was as follows:—- 

“To His pony | Timothy Michaet 
‘Healy, Esquire, one of His Majesty’s Counsel: 
learned in the law; Governor-General of the | 
Irish Free State. 
he. May it please Your Excelle We, the 
President and members of the al Irish 
Academy, beg to — to Your Excellency a 
respectful co tulations on your appoint- 
ment to the ‘ah office of Goterner-Cenaval 
of the Irish Free State. The Academy, as 
Your Excellency is aware, was founded in 
1785, and has since that time endeavoured 
steadily to fulfil the duties imposed upon )t by 
its charter, of ‘promoting the study of 
science, polite literature, and antiquities. 
The long series of volumes of transactions 
and proceedings of the academy testifies to 
the wide range of its activities. In the de- 
partment of science much valuable work of an 
original character has been published under 
the auspices of the Academy, not only in‘ 
mathematics and mathematical physics, 
botany, geology, chemistry, zoology, and the 
kindred sciences, but also in history and 
archeology. ; 

“The Academy has devoted special atten- 
tion to the promotion of the scientific study 
of the Irish language and literature, and has 
gradually formed a library of Irish manu- 
scripts which surpasses in number and import- 
ance all the other like collections put together. 
The principal codices have been reproduced 
in facsimile, and many shorter texts are pub- 
lished in the ‘Todd Lectures’ and ‘Irish 
Manuscripts’ series. The organisation of 
research in these varied fields is of serious 
consequence to the future of the country, and 
we hope to continue our labours in this 
national service in the days to come. 

“ At an early period the Academy took the 
important step of forming a museum 
for the preservation of national antiquities, 
which has been steadily growing 
and the collection to-day ms admittedly one 
of the mest important m Europe. \Its great 
wealth in pre-historic antiquities of gold and 
bronze aan in antiquities of the Christian 
period sur a that of most national 
museums. The Academy relies upon a coti- 
tinuance of the sympathy and support which 
it has received from successive Governments 
in the past to enable it to continue and in- 
crease its labours for the advancement of 
knowledge. By the Charter of Incorporation 
the Sovereign's Representative is appointed 
Visitor of the Academy; and we feel sure that 
the aims and functions of our ir stitution will 
meet with Your Excellency’s approval and 
encouragement.—Sydney -Young, President ; 
John J. Nolan, Secretary.’’ 

HIS EXCELLENCY’S REPLY. 

The Governor-General’s reply was as

“Mr. President and gentlemen, I prize 
highly the address of the authorities of the 
Royal Irish Academy. Their zeal and learn- 
ing in relation to the antiquities and history 
of Ireland are traditional, while their achieve-

‘‘Some of your Gaelic vellums on medicine 
still await translation, and, even should their 
value be too slender. for expensive pyblica- 
tion, they must always have an interest for 
the learned. A dozen years ago when in- 
vestigating an obscure point in patent lore I 
had recourse to* your Academy to check an 
uncertain presentation of facts, and in your 
records alone the truth appeared. [ rejoice:

AN EXILE'S RETURN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Some readers of your leader in to-day’s 
Irish Times on the subject of old Kaba Rega’s 
return to his former kingdom may be in- 
terested in recalling an historical episode with 
which he was connected. In 1870 the late Sir 
Samuel Baker led a mixed force of Egyptians 
and Sondanese into the Soudan, partly to 


recover the authority of the Khedive, partly | 


with the object of suppressing the slave trade. 
While at Masindi, the capital of Unyoro, this 
force (or rather its remnant) was attacked on 
the 8th June, 1872, and forced to return north- 
wards, but not until the entire town, including 
the royal residence, had beep destroyed by 
fire. To punish what he calls “the diabolical 
treachery of Kaba Rega,” Baker nominated 
M‘Tese, King of Uganda, as the Vakeel of the 
Khedive over the district, including Unyoro. 


Kaba Rega was thereby deposed. 


Sir Samuel Baker’s partially successfu) ex- 
pedition was the precursor of those which 
afterwards ended so tragically, under Hicks 
Pasha and Gordon respectively. According to 
Baker, Kaba Rega had secured the succession 


to his father’s throne and had disembarrassed 


himself of the prior claims of his brother by 

methods rather primitive than strictly moral.—

COAL PRICES IN DUBLIN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—Í sympathise with “ King Cole” in 
his inability to anderstand the coal position 
in Dublin. Mr, Carroll gave evidence on 
behali of the Dublin Coal Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, and is reported. to have said that his 
errr haa nothing to do with the fixing 

prices. Would he tell us what asaociation 
does fix the prices?) He says that during the 
last -eighteen months merchants had been 
getting back to normal conditions of com- 
petitive trade. May we, the consumers, 
suggest that the progress has been so gradual 
that results have not been so far apparent! 

Mr. Carroll had some figures put to him as 
to the price at which Wigan coal was sup- 
plied on contract in February—namely, 38s 
per ton, which was contrasted with the 
present price of 48s. per ton for Wigan coal 
supplied to the man who buys one or two 
tons. Mr. Carroll, in explanation, stated 
that the coal for contract purposes is totally 
different from that which the ordinary con- 
sumer gets. I do not see in any report of 
the proceedings before the Commission that 
Mr. Carroll amplified that statement by way 
of any further explanation. 

Will he, on behaif of his Association, or will 
the Secretary of the same, now say exactly 
what that explanation of Mr. Carroll s means? 
Does he mean that Wigan coal supplied on 
contract is inferior in quality by the amount of 
10s. per ton to that supplied to the private 
consumer; or, conversely, that the Wigan coal 
supplied to the private consumer is worth 10s. 
per ton more than that supplied on contract? 
If Mr. Carroll or his Association says “ Yes ' 
to that question, will he publish the price 
per ton at which best Wigan household coal 
has been supplied on contract within the last 
month to any of the large firms in Dublin— 
brewers, distillers, biscuit-makers or others—~ 
and will he at the same time append to those 
figures a statement that the coal so supplied 
is not equal in quality to that which his 
Association sells to the private consumer at a 
considerably increased price? 

The newspaper reports of the proceedings 
at the Commission are necessarily brief, but 
the evidefice, so far as we have seen it, throws 
little light on the question ir coal prices. We 
are glad, however, to know that the coal mer- 
chants manage to eke out a modest living.—

't is evident that “ R. O’B”’ is referring 
to the growth of tobacco in private gardens, 
not as an agricultural crop, and the only pro- 
vic.on for growing in ee gardens is under 
@ permit from the Commissioners of 
Revenue, the growing te be for experimental 
persone only, and subject to such regulations 
as the Commissioners may see fit, one of these 
regulations being that the tobacco is not con- 
sumed for pssscx urposes, An Act of 
Charles II. srobibited the growth of tobacco 
in the United Kingdom, except “in any 
physick garden of Universities, or any 
private garden for chirurgery, so as the 
quantity so planted exceed not the half of one 
ww in any one garden or place.”

Born at Bannow, Co, Wexford, in 1892, the 
new police chief has had a varied career,

(FROM OUR ASTRONOMIOAL CORRESPONDENT) 
Tue PLaNnets :—Mercury is an evening star 
till the 29th. He is at his greatest east ieee 
tion on the 5th. The first week of May gives 
the best opportunity of seeing him that fore 
has been for a long time, as he sets two hours 
or more after the Sun for about a fortnight. 
He is not far from the bmght star Aldebaran, 
and Mars is also in the same neighbourhood. 
The two planets and the star will form a 
nearly equilateral triangle in the north-west 
on the evening of the 6th, Aldebaran being the 
lowest. Venus is a morning star, but she rises 
lese than an hour before sunrise and will be 
quite inconspicuous. Jupiter is in opposition 
on the 5th and ia visible all night. He is 
moving westwards, a little above the star 
Alpha Libre, and, in the absence of the Moon, 
is easily the brightest object in the heaven. 
His system always forms an attractive object 
for the telescope, and at present the four 
bright satellites are capable of forming more 
striking groups than usual, owing to the fact 
that their orbite are inclined more than usual 
to the line of sight, and form ovals, not ap- 
roximate straight lines, ag they usually do. 
is conspicuous in +irgo, preceding 
Jupiter by not quite two houra. With the 
— star Spica, he makes a conspicuous pair 
of lights which attract the eye at once in the 
south-east as soon as darkness begins. The 
ring system is now well placed to show all its 
attractive phenomena in a good tel The 
dark division between the outer and the inner 
rings, the crape ring, and the shadow of the 
planet on the ring are easily seen—a four-inch 
to six-inch telescope will show all these, as 
well as five of the eight principal satellites, 
possibly six.

Tug Stars :—May Ist, at midnight, 15th at 
ll p.m., óOth at 10 p.m., Béotes occupies & 
conspicuous position on the meridian at middle 
altitude, Libra lies below, extending almoat 
to the southern horizon. Draco is_overhead. 
Leo and Virgo occupy most of the south- 
western to western sky, with Corvus, Crater 
and Hydra along the horizon below them. 
Spica in Virgo and Regulus in Leo are the 
brightest stars in this quarter, Arcturus has 
just. passed the meridian. The south-eastern to 
eastern sky contains Corona, Hercules, Serpens 
and Ophiuchas, with Lyra, Aquila and Cygnus 
in the north-east. The three great white stars 
of summer are fully visible—viz., Vega, Altair 
and Deneb—forming a wide triangle, with its 
apex towards the horizon. Low down in the 
5.8.E. is Scorpio, the great star Antares 
glowing luridly near the horizon if the sky in 
that direction is clear. 

There are: many interesting double 
stars in the region now coming into 
view. Epsilon Bóotis is a very _ beauti- 
ful example and a fine test object for small 
telescopes. The large star is yellow and the 
smaller blue. A two-inch telescope’ will not 
show it, unless the object-glags is of very ex- 
ceptional excellence, Many other stars in 
Béotes are interesting pairs. Alpha Herculis 
1s another fine coloured pai i

hat. ilon Béotis. Zeta 
Herculis is a close, equa ir, not likely to 
seen with any telescope short of five inches. 
Zeta, Eta and Sigma Corone are doubles of 
varying degrees of difficulty. In Serpens, Delta 
is an easy pair. Scorpio is particularly rich in 
double stars, many of them coloured. Antares 
has a green companion, not likely, however, 
to be seen in these latitudes, owing to the low 
altitude and the overpowering y ans of the 
great red star. Xi Scorpii is a triple. One 
of the companions is easy and the other 
very difficult. The Scorpion’s upturned claw, 
easily recognised once Antares is located, is 
rich in coloured pairs. _Every star in it is 
worth ‘examining. Besides double stars 
Hercules contains the great globular cluster, 
15 Messier.” This is visible to the naked 
eye between the stars Eta and Zeta Herculis 
and is, therefore, easily found. In a very 
powerful telescope it is an object of over- 
powering wonder and ificence, a dense 
eap of glittering star dust, glowing with as 
many colours as a heap of jewels. Even in a 
small glass ‘it is an object of beauty and 
mystery. |< W. F. A. Extison.

MR. ROBERT BELL BOOTH, 
M.1.C.E. 


We regret to announce the death, on Sun- 
day at Glenageary, of Mr. Robert Bell Booth, 
a member of the Institute of Civil Engineers 
since 1872. Born in 1842 at Kilskyre, County 
Meath, he was the third son of. the late Rev. 
Richard Bell Booth, rector of that parish. At 
the age of seventeen he went to New 
Zealand, where he worked under the 
Survey Department. After a short 
in Australia he migrated to Bom- 
bay, and was appointed manager on the 
Victoria Land Reclamation. His next appoint- 
ment was that of Assistant Engineer on the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central Indian Railway 
for special survey duty, and on its completion 
he was made Engineer to the Kathiawar 
Political Agency, under sanction of the Bom- 
bay Government. Here Mr. Booth laid out a 
system of trunk roads, and _ constructed 
hospitals, jails, schools, lighthouses, and other 
public buildings, having charge of Imperial 
as well as civil work, 

Among his most important undertakings 
were the designing and erection of the 
Rajkumar College, the first college established 
in India for the education of the sons and 
heirs: of the ruling chiefs; the Memorial In- 
stitute, comprising the Connaught Durbar 
Hall, Lang Library, and Watson Museum ; the 
Alfred High School, so named in commemora- 
tion of the Duke of Edinburgh's visit to Bom- 
bay; the Girassia College, the Victoria 
Jubilee Waterworks, and the Lolpuri irrigation 
and city supply works. After thirty-three 
years’ service, Mr. Booth retired in 1899, when 
the Government of Bombay pleced on record 
a resolution expressing their high appreciation 
of the services rendered by him to the Pro- 
vince of Kathiawar.

SALES OF BARLEY. 


_ “ 
MESSRS. GUINNESS’S -APPEAL. 

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Dodd, the case of Ar-hur Guinness, Son and 
Co., Lid.,; appellants, and the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue and Morris, respondents, 
was heard on a case stated by the Com- 
missioners for the Special Purposes of the 
Income Tax Acts. 

Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C., Mr. FitzGibbon, 
K., and Mr., Phelps (instructed by Messrs. 
Frederick. Sutton and Co.) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C.. Mr. 
Timothy Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. George W. 
Shannon (instructed by Mr. Richard Martin) 
ior the respondents . 

Mr.-Phelps. for the appellants, read the 
case stated, which set out that at a meeting of 
the Commissioners for the Special Purposes of 
the Income Tax Acts held on 21st November, 
1921, .for the purpose of hearing appeals, 
Arthur Guinness, Son and Co., Ltd., appealed 
against additional assessments to income tax 
in the sum of £20,450 for the year ending 5th 
April, 1919; £17,207 tor the year ending 5th 
April, 1920, and £20,114 for the year ending 
5th Apri, 1921, made upon them’ under the 
provisions of the-Income Tax Acts, and against 
an assessment to excess profits duty in the sum 
of £125,014 (subject to a set-off in respect of 
deficiencies in previous accounting periods) for 
the accounting period of three months ending 
Oth June, 1917, made upon them by the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue under the 
Provisions of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1915, 
Part. Ill., and subsequent enactments. 

Thé sole question raised on the appeal was 
whether certain profits arising from the sale 
of barley ought to be included as profits arisinz 
from a trade or business carried on by the ap- 
pellants for the purposes of assessment to 
income tax and excess profits duty. 

The appellants are a company incorporated 
under the Companies Acts whose main object 
is to carry on in Great Britain, Ireland, and 
elsewhere the trade or business of common 
brewers, distillers, wine, spirit, and aerated 
and mineral and other waters, manufacturers 
and merchants, maltsters, hop merchants, and 
licensed victuallers, and any other business 
incidenta! to, or arising out of, or which can 
be conveniently carried on in conjunction with 
such business or any of them. For use in the 
manufacture of stout the appellants habitually 
purchased and held large stocks of barley, 
which they used se@lely as ray material for the 
manufacture cf the commodity sold by them. 
Except on the occasions referred to in this 
case, they hed never so'd any barley as such. 
In April, 1917, owing to the shortage of 
materials for making bread, the Goverhment 
put im force its powers under the Defence of 
the Realm Act and requisitioned the appellants’ 
stocks of barley. 

By the Barley (Requisition) Order, dated 
16th April, 1917, all persons owning or having 
power to sejl or dispose of any barley were 
directed to place such barley at the disposal 
of the Food Controller and to deliver it to 
him, or. such persons as might be named by 
him, in such quantities and at such time as 
the Food Cofitroller might from time to time 
require. In accordance with the terms of the 
Order, the appellants furnished to the Food 
Controller, on a form supplied for the purpose, 
a return of all barley in their possession or 
under their control, w hich amounted to 
196,555 quarters, By a series of notices served 
on the appellants from time to time, the Royal 


' Commission on Wheat Supplies instructed the 


appellants to supply barley to various millers 
who required it at prices fixed by the Com- 
mission. 

In compliance with there instructions, 
165.514 quarters of barley were disposed of, 
which had cost the appellants in ail £561,191, 
and eventually the appellants re-eived in re- 
spect of these supplies a sum of £714,935. A 
profit of £155,744 was therefore derived from 
this series of transactions. In January, 1918, 
the situation in Ireland as regards the supplies 
of cereals for bread had become critical, and 
the appellants veceived an urgent appeal from 
the Royal Commission on Wheat Supplies for 
assistance in providing 18,000 quarters of 
barley for immediate needs. in response to 
this appeal the appellants supplied 16,2683 
quarters of barley, which had cost them 
£60,224, and for which they received 
£64,464, thus making a further profit of 
£4,260. 

in February, 1918, the Food Controller 
issued a further Barley (Requisition) Order, 
under which the appellants suppfied further 
quantities of barley, which had cost them 
£28,520, at prices amounting in all to £28,626, 
‘thus obtaining a further profit of £306. In 
all cases the sales of barley, which were very 
numerous, were made nominally to the Royal 
.Commission on Wheat Supplies, but in fact 
the harley was sent under ifftruetions from 
the Commission to millers, who remitted: the 
price to the —— The total amount 
received by ihe appellants for barley sold 
under the instructions of the Royal Com- 
mission on Wheat Supplies was £808,045 
When the control was removed, and the 
appellants were able again to purchase 
barley, they replaced the stocks so sold at a 
cost of £915,000, or approximately £110,900 
more than thev had obtained by the sale of 
the barley. The whole of the cost of replace- 
ment of the stocks was charged as an ex- 
pense in the accounts of their business for the 
periods in which such cost was incurred. 

It was contended on behalf of the appellants 
that the profit arising from the sale of barley 
(a) was not a profit arising from the trade 
or business carried on by the appellants; (b) 
was not an annual profit ; (c) was an accretion 
of capital; (d) arose from an isolated trans. 
action; (e) arose from a compulsory or in- 
voluntary transaction which was contrary to 
the interest of the appellants; and (f) was 
not chargeable to income tax or excess 
profits duty. 

It was contended on behalf of the Crown 
that the profit formed part of the annual 
profits arising from the trade or business 
carried on by the appellants, and was charge- 
able to income tax and excess profits duty. 

The Commissioners held that the profit 
arising from the sale of barley: by the 
appellants to, or under the instructions of, the 
Government formed part of the annua! profits 
or gains arising from the trade or business 
carried on by the appellants, and fell to 
be included in the computation of the 
appellants’ profits for the purposes of income 
tax and excess profits duty, and_they con- 
firmed the assessments under appeal. 

Mr. Shannon addressed the Court on behalf 
of the respondents, and the further hearing 
was adjourned until to-day. vf

| INJURED AT A HOARDING.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER'S 
ACTION.  . 

Mr. Justice Pim, after argument, gave 
judgment in the case of Simon Medalia v. 
News Bros.,.Lid.. The action was brought 
by the plaintiff, a travelling.draper; of Cork, 
against the- defendants, wha are billposters 
and proprietors of. a hoarding in Cork, to 
recover damages sustdined’ owihg to the 
alleged negligence of the defendants in the 
upkeep of one of their hoardings near the 
Brian Boru Bridge; Cork. ~The plaintiff’s 
case was that án iron plate, advertising the 
Waverley pens, fell off the hoarding while he 
was passing, struck him in the leg, and 
injured him. 

For the defendants it was contended that 
the fall of the plate was caused by a storm; 
that the hoarding was in perfect order; and 
that there was no negligence on their part. 

From the evidence of the plaintiff'4 wit- 
nes#es it appeared that at the time the plate 
fel} they did not see the plaintiff struck by it. 

Mr. Justice Pim -held that the plaintiff 
must have struck his leg against the plate 
while it was lying on the strget after it had 
fallen, and he dismissed the action, with

SALE OF A MOTOR 
GENERATOR. 


CINEMA COMPANY’S CLAIM. 

Before Mr. Justice Pim and a city epecial 
jury, an action and a counter-claim were 
heard in which the Irish Kinematograph Co. 
(1920), Ltd., sued Messrs. William Coates and 
Son, 9 Leinster street, Dublin, to recover 
damages for breach of contract in connection 
with the sale of a motor generator and acces- 
sories : 

Serjeant Hanna, Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C., 
and Mr. James Heniy (instructed by Messrs. 
William’ Smyth and Son) appeared for the 
plaintiffs. Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C., Mr. F. F. 

Robinson (in- 
structed by Mr. J. R. Cresswell) appeared for 
the defendants. 

In their statement of claim the plaintiffs 
stated that they were proprietors of the Mary 
street Picture House, for which, in March, 
1920, they reguired a motor generator.. The 
defendants, who are electric light and power 
engineeré, offered to supply a motor generator 
suitable for cinema use. The plaintiffs ac- 
cepted the offer, and paid the defendants £230 
and £8 13s. carriage and incurred expenses 
for installation. After the motor generator 
was installed by the defendants the plaintiffs 
discovered that it was not capable of doing 
the work for which it was required. The 
machine did not .answer the description or 
ng with the warranty given by the de- 


pn ants, and was of no value to the plaintiffs 
é 


or the purpose for which they had bought it. 
They further alleged that, by reason of the 
unfitness of the machine, the Mary street 
Picture House was not properly lighted; the 
audience could not see the representations dis- 
tinctly, and they suffered loss of business 
estimated at 

The defendants, in their defence and counter- 
claim, denied the plaintiffs’ allegations, and 
stated that they gave the plaintiffs no war- 
ranty with the motor generator or that they 
were aware of the purpose for which the 
plaintiffs required it. he defendants said 


cinema use and for the Dublin Corporation 
electrical supply and denied that it ever failed 
to do its work. They also denied that the 
plaintiffs suffered the damage alleged or any 
damage, and counter-claimed for £22 8s. 6d.

‘At yesterday a meeting of Dublin Corpora- 
tion, Alderman Alfred Byrne in the chair, 

The report. of the Finance and General Pur- 
poses Committee, setting out details of agree- 
ments made in regard to the reduction in rates 
of war bonus and war wages to Corporation 
ae géim was proposed by Mrs. Wyse Power. 

t was agreed to discuss the report in sec- 
tions. 

Mr. Daly proposed as an amendment that 
consideration of the reduction in the war 
bonus paid to the Fire Brigademen be ad- 
reecarel g until January next. 

Mr. John Lawlor seconded the amendment, 

which was lost. 
Mr. Logue proposed a further amendment, 
whith was seconded by Mr. O'Callaghan, that 
the matter of the. Fire Brigademens wages 
be referred to the Conciliation Board. This 
was lost. 

Alderman O'Connor proposed as an amend- 
ment to delete the recommendation to re- 
duce by 2s. 3d. per night in three cuts of 9d.

“The position was, that at present any 
business done or appointment made by the 
Waterworks Committee was subject to the 
sanction of the Finance Committee. .Ho 
quoted an Act of 1861 which set out the 
ban of the Waterworks Committee. The 
atter Committee could not get on with the 
Finance Committee as at present constituted, 
and, as things were, any appointment made 
by the Waterworks Committee could be 
turned down by the Town Clerk by telephone. 
The point was that while a membership of 14 
on the Waterworks Committee might arrive 
at a decision it was subject to rejection by 
three members of the Finance Committee. 

The Law Agent said that the Waterworks 
Committee as constituted was perfectly legal. 
He thought that when such questions of bá 
arose they ought to have been submitted to 
him, or, rather, that when such opinions were 
given he would like to know who advised 
these, things. He would like to know was it 
an amateur or a lawyer. 

Mr. Logue said that as the motion was 
ruled out of order he would propose that 
steps be taken to enable the standing orders 
to be amended forthwith, so as to bring them 
into line with the standing orders in operation 
prior to the 9th January, 1922. 

Mr. O'Toole seconded. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle proposed, and Mr. McIntyre 
seconded, that the consideration of the matter 
be poatponed until after the appointment 
of various committees after the forthcoming 
elections.

ROYAL IRISH AUTOMOBILE CLUB. 


NEW ASSOCIATE SCHEME. 

The Roval Irish Automobile Club has introduced 
a new scheme of associate membership, under 
which motorists can obtain all the privileges of 
membership of the club, with the exception of the 
use of the clubhouse and garage and the right to 
vote at the annual general meeting, on payment of 
the nominal fee of a guinea per annum. There 
is no entry fee, nor has the candidate for associate 
membership te be balloted for. He is enrolled on. 
application, and those elected after November in 
any year are regarded as paid up to the end of 
the following year. The fact that the fee for 
admission as an ordinary member is five guineas, 
with an annual subscription of the same same 
amount, or five cuineas and three guineas, respec- 
tively, in the case of those residing ov ea 
radius of 25 miles from Dublin, wil, dicate that 
the new scheme offers remarkable a tages, and 
it should result in the Club enh even more 
representative of the motoring community in Ire 
land than it has been at any time during the 
23 years of its existence. The advice and Ft- 
ance of the Club have been at all times at the 
disposal of all members of the motoring public, 
whether members of the Club or not, and the 
help of the Clob has never been refused to any 
motorist who applied for it. At no time has this 
help been of greater value than during the past 
few weeks, when the experience of ite officials has 
been of the greatest service in connection with 
the many questions arising. cut of the new import 
duties, and the formalities in regard to Customs 
matters and the crossing of the .frontier.
